Growing! Winter  Peas 

THE  most  important  point  is  fairly  well  enriched,  clean,  sweet  soil  and  a 
light,  well  ventilated  house;  with  these  requirements  peas  are  easily  grown, 
without  them  they  should  not  be  attempted.  With  benches  running  east  and 
west  we  prefer  to  plant  double  rows  across  the  bench  seven  to  eight  inches 
apart  with  two  to  three  feet  between  the  double  rows;  two  feet  is  plenty  for 
the  very  late  planting.  If  spaced  at  least  seven  to  eight  feet,  rows  can  be  run 
east  to  west  without  considering  beds.  Such  crops  as  pompon  mums  can  be 
fairly  well  grown  between  such  spaced  rows.  If  east  to  west  rows  are  spaced 
much  closer,  we  find  they  shade  each  other  badly  during  midwinter. 

Sow  the  seed  in  fairly  moist  soil,  cover  about  an  inch  deep,  and  do  not 
water  until  well  germinated.  If  overwatered,  seed  will  easily  rot  unless  the 
germ  is  exceptionally  strong.  A  night  temperature  of  48°  to  50°  is  about 
right  for  this  crop  in  flower,  but  with  plenty  of  sunshine  to  balance  the  effect 
of  higher  temperature,  55°  nights  is  more  profitable. 

The  later,  or  after-mum  sowing  is  more  easily  grown  because  it  starts  out 
under  normal  temperature  conditions.  Furthermore,  a  greater  range  of  colors 
can  be  used  for  this  sowing  because  it  gets  into  crop  with  the  increasing  sun¬ 
shine  of  early  spring.

Late  or  Summer-Flowering  Peas 

With  the  early-flowering  kind  planted  after  mums  or  later,  we  use  this  late 
type,  planting  individual  plants  six  to  eight  inches  apart  in  the  row  with  the 
earlies.  The  late  kind  branch  freely  at  the  base,  not  getting  up  until  the 
earlies  are  giving  out,  after  which  the  strong-growing  late  kind  produce 
heavily  well  through  June.  This  greatly  prolongs  the  sweet  pea  season,  and 
we  suggest  its  use  unless  mums  are  to  be  planted  early. 


IN  northern  border  states  and  Canada  late  peas  can  be  sown  outdoors  early  and  will 
flower  freely  throughout  the  season.  In  the  latitude  of  Chicago  they  must  be  started 
early  and  planted  out  as  well  established  plants  for  the  best  results.  South  of  the  Ohio 
river  they  are  sown  late  in  the  fall  and  after  they  are  well  through  the  ground  they  can 
be  carried  through  a  considerable  freeze  by  covering  with  any  loose  material  that  will 
prevent  sudden  thawing  and  freezing.  Nothing  is  more  valuable  as  a  covering  than  snow. 

We  have  grown  these  peas  successfully  as  an  outdoor  crop  for  the  past  twenty-two 
consecutive  years  and  we  have  prepared  a  circular  that  details  our  method  of  handling 
them.

We  do  not  hesitate  to  head  our  list  of  prof¬ 
itable  calendulas  with  this  variety. 

BALL’S  LEMON  QUEEN.  This  is  a  bright  yellow  with  an  attractive  dark  center  that 
greatly  enlivens  the  color  effect.  The  shade  of  yellow  is  distinctly  lighter  than  our  GOLD; 
it  is  one  that  contrasts  most  distinctively  with  the  rich  dark  brown  center  that  char¬ 
acterizes  fully  95%  of  this  variety.  Of  true  Ball  Calendula  length  of  stem  and  growth. 

BALL’S  ORANGE  IMPROVED.  Produces  large,  deep  full  flowers.  Of  more  compact 
growth  than  our  Long  Orange,  but  if  grown  on  deep  ground  beds  the  stems  will  be 
amply  long.

THROUGH  careful  single-plant  selection  in  our  greenhouses  during  the 
past  three  years  we  have  trued  up  a  clear  lilac-lavender  strain  of  stocks 
that  is  supremely  valuable  for  cutting.  During  the  past  two  years  we  have 
grown  this  strain  heavily  for  the  Chicago  market,  where  it  has  become 
known  as 

Stacks” 

(Non-Branching)  • 

During  this  time  we  have  marketed  it  daily  from  St.  Valentine’s  Day  to 
Memorial  Day.  We  know  from  this  experience  and  from  awards  and  com¬ 
mendations  that  its  value  is  fixed  and  that  this  type  will  be  used  exclusively 
for  cutting  as  promptly  as  the  various  colors  can  be  trued  up  to  the  non¬ 
branching  habit  and  with  a  good  percentage  of  doubles. 

The  strain  of  lilac-lavender  we  are  in  position  to  offer  this  season  is  100% 
non-branching  and  produces  a  high  percentage  of  doubles.  The  massive  and 
closely  set,  long-stemmed  flowers  are  shown  in  the  photograph,  but  it  gives  no 
impression  of  its  silvery  lavender  color,  nor  of  the  stiffness  of  stem,  leaves 
and  flowers  that  is  due  to  the  fact  that  all  the  plant’s  energy  is  centered  in  the 
one  stem  and  flower  spike,  making  it  rigid.  However,  the  very  weight  of  the 
flower  is  such  that  it  gives  it  a  graceful  effect  for  any  cut  flower  purpose  call¬ 
ing  for  long-stemmed  flowers. 

Awarded  the  S.  A.  F.  medal  at  the  Cincinnati  National  Show,  March,  1931,  and  a 
Certificate  of  Merit  by  the  North  American  Flower  Show,  Detroit,  March,  1931.  Also 
a  Certificate  of  Merit  by  the  Chicago  Florist  Club.

There  are  a  number  of  colors  of  this  type  of  stocks,  listed  as  Excelsior  Column,  or 
non-branching,  nearly  all  of  them  we  find  branching  to  the  extent  of  80%  to  90%, 
and  the  proportion  of  singles  is  unprofitably  high.  In  addition  to  our  silvery  lavender 
we  are  working  on  several  other  strikingly  fine  colors  and  they  will  be  released  as 
promptly  as  we  can  find  them  profitable  for  you. 

With  the  seed  formation  confined  to  but  a  single  stem,  instead  of  many,  as  in  the 
branching  kind,  its  production  is  limited,  which  will  always  leave  it  more  costly  than 
the  branching  kind.  We  are  expecting  a  fair  harvest  of  seed  of  the  silvery  lavender 

color  that  will  be  ready  for  delivery  after  about  mid-August - timely  for  your  early 

sowing.

IN  GROWING  we  space  as  we  do  the  branching  kind,  in  rows  across  the  bed,  seven  inches  apart  and  two  to 
three  inches  in  the  row.  All  stocks  should  be  watered  with  caution — only  when  really  necessary  and  when  sun 
and  open  ventilators  will  dry  them  off  before  night.  No  really  fine  flowers  of  any  kind  can  be  grown  in  a  dark 
house,  and  stocks  grown  in  a  night  temperature  of  45°,  at  least  until  they  set  buds,  will  be  of  finer  quality  than 
at  50°,  and  quality  counts. 
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Tj'INE,  long  stems,  a  dependably 
good  percentage  of  doubles  and 
trueness  to  type  and  color,  explain 
why  American-grown  strains  of 
stocks  are  turning  the  attention  of 
cut  flower  growers  to  this  crop. 

Another  point  in  their  favor,  though 
a  secondary  consideration,  is  the 
comparatively  low  cost  of  the  seed. 

This  is  due  to  large  scale  production 
under  the  highly  favorable  condi¬ 
tions  of  California,  where  our  stock 
seed  is  grown  for  us  under  our  per¬ 
sonal  supervision. 

In  comparative  stock  trials  con¬ 
ducted  at  Wisley,  England,  by  the 
Royal  Horticultural  Society,  our 
strains  of  American-Grown  stocks

TN  a  night  temperature  of  45°  to 
50°  a  crop  will  flower  in  about 
three  months  from  planting  of  seed¬ 
lings,  and  we  figure  on  a  month 
from  sowing  to  planting  seedlings. 
The  close  planting  method  is  gen¬ 
erally  used.  This  calls  for  spacing 
seven  inches  between  rows  across 
the  bed  and  about  two  and  one-half 
inches  in  the  rows.  When  they 
reach  a  height  of  five  to  six  inches 
we  remove  a  few  of  the  weakest 
seedlings,  for  it  has  been  definitely 
proved  that  the  weakest  plants  tend 
to  come  single. 

Stocks  enjoy  a  rich  soil,  as  do 
practically  all  plants,  but  we  fail  to 
find  that  such  a  soil  influences  the 
percentage  of  doubles.  A  form  of 
black  stem-rot  is  the  most  dreaded 
enemy  of  this  crop.  It  will  some¬ 
times  develop  in  a  fresh,  clean  soil, 
but  usually  not  to  a  serious  extent. 
Overwatering,  especially  during 
dark  cold  weather,  will  greatly  en¬ 
courage  black  stem-rot.

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Winter-Flowering  Snapdragons 


Sowing  seed  during  midsummer  calls 
for  close  attention.  We  believe  most 
failures,  both  in  germinating  it  and 
damping  off  later,  are  due  to  the  com¬ 
bination  of  high  temperature  and  lack 
of  care  in  watering.  Maintaining  the 
soil  uniformly  moist,  not  wet,  until 
germination  takes  place  is  very  neces¬ 
sary.  Snap  seed  will  almost  certainly 
rot  in  a  wet,  muddy  soil  and  a  tem¬ 
perature  in  the  90’s,  and  this  applies 
to  the  summer  sowing  of  all  fine  seed. 
To  insure  prompt  drainage  and  a  sweet 
soil,  half  sand  is  used  with  it. 


Any  seed  as  fine  as  that  of  snap¬ 
dragons  must,  of  course,  be  covered 
lightly  and  this  exposes  it  to  the  danger 
of  the  other  extreme,  unless  carefully 
watched,  for  if  the  surface  soil  dries 
off  as  the  fine  seed  is  germinating,  it 
is  very  liable  to  perish.  We  place  our 
seed  flats  in  a  heavily  shaded,  airy 
house,  cover  them  with  paper,  examine 
them  frequently  and,  when  necessary 

to  water,  use  a  fine  spray.  After  the  seedlings  are  well  on  their  feet,  be  sure  to  reduce 
the  shade  and  maintain  the  soil  on  the  dry  side,  or  they  will  tend  to  rot  off.  Damping 
off  causes  much  loss  and  is  easier  to  control  if  the  flats  are  moved  outdoors.  The  north 
side  of  a  building,  where  they  will  be  shaded  through  the  warmest  part  of  the  day,  or 
under  a  tree,  are  comfortable  locations  for  snap  seedlings.  But  watch  the  watering.  We 
offer  these  suggestions  for  the  reason  that  much  seed  is  lost  during  midsummer,  and  this 
loss  is  sometimes  unfairly  costly,  in  good  will,  to  your  seedsman.

is  well  enriched  and  made  light  with  organic  ma¬ 
nure.  For  winter-flowering  we  prefer  to  sow  seed 
in  June  and  carry  through  the  summer  in  a  par¬ 
tially  shaded  coldframe.  A  sowing  during  July 
or  even  August  will  do,  but  the  high  temperatures 
of  these  months  are  frequently  the  cause  of  per¬ 
fectly  good  seed  failing  to  germinate.

Annual  Larkspur 

WHETHER  you  grow  for  market  or  retail,  the  outstanding  value  of  this 
annual  should  not  be  missed.  It  is  very  easily  grown  and  equally  as 
valuable  for  outdoor  growing  as  under  glass.  Their  long  stems,  graceful 
foliage  and  wide  range  of  colors  are  reasons  for  their  wide  popularity. 

We  do  not  recommend  sowing  larkspur  during  July  and  August.  Such 
sowing  comes  in  with  the  mum  season,  and  little  attention  is  paid  to  larkspur 
at  that  time.  Furthermore,  the  germination  of  seed  in  a  high  temperature  is 
most  difficult.  If  your  conditions  or  trade  call  for  this  crop  early,  we  suggest 
placing  seed  flats  under  greenhouse  benches.  We  have  seen  it  germinated 
successfully  in  a  cool  basement,  while  seed  from  the  same  lot  planted  in 
the  greenhouse  failed  completely.  A  combination  of  wet  soil  and  high 
temperature  is  especially  bad.  Requires  ten  days  to  two  weeks  to  germinate. 


The  Hyacinth-flowered  type  produces  but  one  long-stemmed  spike  of 
flowers  and  for  this  reason  should  be  planted  close.  This  type  must  not  be 
permitted  to  make  a  heavy,  soft  growth,  for  the  stems  of  such  a  growth 
become  hollow  and  break  easily.  Planted  on  a  raised  bed  in  March,  we 
find  they  do  very  well.  For  general  purposes  we  recommend  the  stocks- 
flowered,  or  branching  type.

GERMINATING  petunia  seed  requires  care  and  experience.  Its  extreme  fineness  makes 
it  easily  washed  out  through  careless  watering  or  smothered  under  too  much  cover¬ 
ing.  It  should  be  sown  in  flats  of  finely  sifted  light  soil  and  sand.  It  is  frequently  covered 
too  deep.  This  can  be  avoided  by  not  covering  at  all.  If  frequently  sprayed  and  heavily 
shaded,  it  will  germinate  readily  without  cover,  but  care  must  be  used  in  exposing  to  the 
light  until  roots  are  well  in  the  soil.  We  prefer  a  very  light  covering.  The  seed  should 
be  sown  in  a  night  temperature  of  55  to  60°.  If  sown  in  a  cold,  wet  soil  it  will  rot. 
Varieties  particularly  valuable  are  marked  with  a  star  (*).
